Muskie Appears Top 
For Presidency Bid

WASHINGTON (AP) — Two 
years and a long campaign 
away from the ultimate goal, 
Sen. Edmund S. Muskie is the 
front runner, the target, the 
D em ocrats’ 
p residential 
pro&pect with the most to lose. 
He delights in the role. 
His formal announcement of 
candidacy will not come for a 
while, but it will come. It is only 
a matter of time. 
But Muskie of Maine is on the 
move, 
speaking out more 
sharply and quickly on major 
developments at home and 
overseas, planning to travel 
abroad— probably next month 
— seeking to enhance his foreign 
policy credentials. 
Every 
likely 
rival 
acknowledges Muskie a long 
lead 
toward 
the 
1972 
nomination; Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy of Massachusetts said 
it 
may 
be 
all 
but 
in­ 
surmountable. 
One public opinion poll shows 
Muskie 
running 
head 
of 
President Nixon, the ultimate 
rival, 46 per cent to 40 per cent. 
“It doesn’t mean anything,” 
said Muskie. “There are going 
to be ups and downs. I’ve been 
lucky. It hasn’t been the result of 
deliberate planning.” 


In a Senate anteroom, Muskie 
says he can see no value in 
evaluating his candidacy, and 
proceeds to do so. 
“I don’t know whether I’m a 
front runner or not. There’s no 
way of proving it, the polls are 
the only indication.” 
“As the front runner, you tend 
to become the target of the other 
candidates... But it also means 
that the front runner is a 
meaningful candidate. . . 
“If there were a way of pacing 
this as you do a horse race, a 
pacing race, I suppose the pace 
might be a little bit slower.” 
Then a shrug. 
Muskie says he cannot pace 
what he did not plan. He believes 
his high rating in recent polls 
stems from his appearance as 
the Democratic spokesman in 
an election-eve telecast last 
month. 
“I suppose in a sense that was 
a pure stroke of luck,” said 
Muskie of the biggest, single 
boost to his candidacy since 
named to the party’s vice 
presidential spot in 1968. “How 
do you control that?” 
“If the result is to get you 
running faster than you want to 
be running, that’s the price you 
have to pay.” 
At 56, Muskie relishes the 
political campaign, those past — 
and that ahead.

Bella Vista Man Charged With 
Assaulting Highway Patrolman 


Robert Em erald of Bella 
Vista, was bound over to 
Superior Court here Friday 
charged with assaulting a High­ 
way Patrolman. 
At a preliminary hearing in 
Justice Court Friday, 
the 
patrolman, Jack Taylor testified 
that after stopping Emerald for 
towing a trailer with no rear 
lights Nov. 30 the defendant 
knocked him into a traffic lane 
on Interstate 5 by forcefully 
throwing the door of his pick-up 
truck into the officer. 
Taylor said he regained his

Teacher Loyalty Oath 
Ruled Unconstitutional 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 
California’s loyalty oath for 
teachers 
was 
ruled 
un­ 
constitutional today by the 
Supreme Court. 
Acting without a hearing the 
court affirmed a ruling by a 
three-judge district court in San 
Francisco invalidating the oath. 
The oath case originated with 
Kenneth P. MacKay, a San Jose 
meteorology professor who was 
denied a teaching credential at 
Cabrillo Junior College because 
he refused to take an oath 
pledging to “promote respect 
for law and order and allegiance 
to the government of the United 
States of America.” 
In its ruling last June the 


district court said the oath was 
indistinguishable 
from 
a 
Washington state oath in­ 
validated by the Supreme Court 
in 1964. 
In appealing the 2-1 ruling, 
California argued that its oath 
was constitutional because it did 
not contain the Washington 
pledge to promote respect for 
“institutions” of the United 
States, “reverence” for law and 
order 
and 
“ undivided” 
allegiance 
to 
the 
federal 
government. 
The Supreme Court made its 
1964 opinion in upholding the 
judgment of the district court. 
Justice John M. Harlan said he 
favored hearing argument on 
the case.

CAMBODIA AID APPROVED

nation.

are the one he knows and wants 
to see. He will feel more at home 
with you than with anyone else 
in the family. 


Q. How should a girl introduce 
a boy to her parents? 
A. You don’t have to be too 
formal about it, just correct. 
A ddress your parents first, 
saying, “Mom, Dad, this is Jack 
Smith. Jack, my mother and 
father.” (Add your parents’ 
family name if it happens to be 
different from your own.) When 
introducing persons of obviously 
different ages you always ad­ 
dress the older person (s) first. 


Q. How can a girl tell her date 
what time she must be home 
without sounding like a baby? 
A. Tell the boy at the begin­ 
ning of the evening what time 
you must be home so he can plan 
activities accordingly. Don’t 
make a big production out of it 
and don’t be apologetic. Just 
say, “Jack, my curfew tonight is 
11:30. Think we can make it 
okay?” Do not feel awkward 
about having a curfew. Young 
girls who are not obliged to 
observe a curfew obviously have 
third-rate parents who do not 
care what their daughters do! 


Q. How close should a girl sit 
to her date when he is driving? 
(Beginning daters often ask this 
question.) 
A. For obvious reasons it is 
never wise to sit too close or 
otherwise distract the driver of 
a car. Just take a comfortable 
position in the middle of the 
space provided and try to ride as 
naturally as you would with a 
member of your family. 


Q. Should a girl let a boy kiss 
her on a first date? 
A. It’s not the sm art thing to 
do because the boy can only 
believe she would let anyone 


kiss her on short acquaintance. 
Kisses should be saved l()i 
someone really special — n0* 
passed out as pay for an 
evening’s entertainm ent. To 
avoid the first-date-kissing 
problem, don’t linger in the car 
or at the door. 
Say your 
thankyou’s and goodnights and 
go into the house. If you linger 
the boy will think you expect to 
be kissed. 


Q. If a boy gets fresh with a 
girl, what is the best way for her 
to meet the problem? 
A Many boys will test a girl to 
see how much familiarity she 
will stand for. If a boy gets an 
immediate stop signal, he will 
not only stop, he will usually 
respect the girl for her no-foolin 
standards and treat her like a 
queen from then on. The stop 
signal is, of course, to gently but 
firmly move the boy’s hands 
back where they belong. When a 
boy persists or gets mean about 
it, he is not a suitable dating 
companion and you have no 
obligation to spare his feelings. 
Tell him straight out, you are 
not that kind of girl and ask him 
to take you home. 


Q. What if a boy insists on 
parking? 
If a boy you have known only a 
short time suggests a parking 
session, you can usually avoid 
the problem without being stuffy 
about it. Just tell him sweetly 
but firmly, “I have always 
thought kisses were for someone 
special and we are just not that 
well acquainted — yet!” Once 
again, if the boy insists, get 
home the best way you can — 
if necessary, call your parents to 
come and get you. Don’t worry 
about what the boy might think. 
Any boy who will not respect a 
girl’s wishes is never a suitable 
dating campanion. 


Q. If a girl really likes a boy, 
how can she let him know it 
without saying so? 
A . When a girl is obviously 
pleased to be with the boy, when 
she shows sincere interest in 
what he says and does, the boy 
will get the message. If the boy 
is

acquaintance and you have 
enjoyed dating him, you can 
make sure he knows you would 
like to repeat. Say, “I’ve had a 
wonderful time! I hope we can 
do it again sometime!” If the 
ooy is interested, he will take the 
lead from there.

regulations

1— Bermuda shorts and other 
abbreviated attire will not be 
permitted on campus during 
school hours. 
2— Girls may wear pants to 
school. 
Girls’ pants must be 
neat and clean and free of tears 
and holes. They must not be so 
tight as to restrict movement. 
3— Clothing shall be neat, 
clean, and fit properly. 
Dress 
shall not be so tight as to be 
distracting, 
or 
to 
im pair 
freedom of movement. 
4— 
Shirts 
and 
blouses 
designed to be worn inside pants 


or skirts must be worn inside. 
Shirts and blouses designed to 
be worn outside pants or skirts 
should be no longer than 4 inches 
below the normal waistline. 
5— Dresses should be modest 
and in good taste. 
No un­ 
dergarment should be showing. 
No specific hemline length is 
recommended because of the 
variation in the height and 
weight of individuals. 
The 
administration shall determine 
what is and what is not ac­ 
ceptable as far as girls dresses 
are concerned. 
6— Boys’ shirts will be but­ 
toned with the exception of the 
collar button. 
7— Neat and clean “T” shirts 
may be worn as an outer gar­ 
ment by boys but the shirt tail 
will be worn in if it is of unusual 
length.

Christmas Toy Hazard Warning

WASHINGTON (AP) — Soft 
cuddly animals which harbor 
barbed teeth or wire in their 
ears. Toy weapons which can 
damage a child’s hearing. 
Noisemakers which can easily 
become 
dislodged 
and 
be 
swallowed. 
These 
are 
examples 
of 
hazards which private and 
Government organizations 
say parents should watch for 
when they buy Christmas toys 
this holiday season. 
President Nixon’s consumer 
assistant, Virginia Knauer, 
warned parents last week to 
examine carefully the toys they 


give children. 
“Santa 
Claus 
should not be followed by a visit 
to the doctor,” she said. 
The Food and Drug Ad­ 
m inistration has negotiated 
changes or termination of 24 
toys this year and proposed 
banning four others. Consumers 
Union has petitioned the courts 
to require that the government 
ban five others. 
As 
the 
biggest 
toy-buying 
season of the year approached, 
Mrs. Knauer suggested that the 
best way to make sure toys are 
safe is for parents to examine 
them carefully. 
And Morris Kaplan, technical 
director for Consumers Union, 


has warned that manufacturers’ 
agreements to stop selling toys 
cited Ly the government as 
unsafe are not assurances that 
the toys aren’t still around. They 
can stay in the marketplace for 
months or years, said Kaplan. 
One yardstick of the dangers 
inherent in some toys is the list 
of 24 on which the FDA has acted 
unofficially since the Toy Safety 
Act became law in January: 
— In a toy clarinet the agency 
found a four-inch metal pin with 
a sharp point which could tear 
flesh. The point was made blunt. 
— Lenses in toy sunglasses 
were found strong enough to 
alter a child’s vision.

P IE T E R S BURG, 
South 
Africa — The last few days, my 
studies and travels have been 
concerned with education — 
particularly, education provided 
the black African by the white 
government. 
A few miles from this city of 
some 30,000, there is the 
University of the North, a school 
exclusively for the Bantu. It 
started with 80 students 10 years 
ago and today, it has more than 
800.This area is known as the 
northern Transvaal, one of the 
four provinces in South Africa. 
It isn’t too far from here to 
Rhodesia. The Bantu students at 
University of the North are 
made up of some 300 Sotho, over 
200 Tswana, over 100 Tswana, 
over 100 South Sotho, nearly 100 
Tsonga, and more than 50 
Venda. There are also some 
foreign students. 
The teaching medium is, of 
course, English and Afrikaans, 
but these tribal languages are- 
used to some extent also. 
Courses are offered in liberal 
arts, 
science, 
econom ics, 
education and theology. The 
bachelors degree, masters and

“Separate development gives 
the African a sphere for his own 
development in competition he 
can cope with. He depends on 
himself, and doesn’t have to 
have artificial concessions 
made to him.

Dr. Lekhela said that out­ 
siders had such a “miscon­ 
ception” of what the separate 
development policy meant. 
“You all seem to see it in the 
narrow context of segregation,” 
he said to me. “So many of you, 
and Europeans too, fail to take 
the time to know the very 
positive steps of progress that 
are being taken by the govern­ 
ment.” 
A few years ago (in the 1950’s) 
the country had only one black 
university with an enrollment of 
about 300, he said.

tubes which could be injected 
into a recipient so that his body 
accepts someone else’s organ,”

SST Compromise 
Aimed At Keeping

the ceilings are accoustically 
tiled, the walls are covered with 
sound deadening materials and 
sound trapping baffles are 
appended from the ceilings. All 
of theses devises tend to keep 
the noise level lower than that 
usually found in the average 
classroom when any verbal 
activity is taking place. 
The cost of this type of con­ 
struction is not greater than that 
of the school with self contained 
classrooms because so many 
interior walls are eliminated. 
Maintenance is easier and less 
expensive with carpeted floors 
rather than tile floors. 
The principal advantage of 
flexible 
instruction 
which 
becomes possible with flexible 
space learning centers is that a 
greater degree of individualized 
instruction can take place. 
At the same time that a 
teacher is instructing a large 
group of students in a specific 
subject, another teacher may be 
working with a few students who 
are having difficulty with either 
the same subject or another. A 
student or paraprofessional may 
be helping yet other small 
groups of students. 
Still other students may be 
separated from any group and 
working by themselves. 
Thus, the individual needs of 
the student can be met. He can 
be working at his own pace — 
not forced into a specific 
situation to which he cannot 
academically adapt — but still 
be under the watchful guidance 
of an adult. 
Aside from suitable facilities 
for flexible instruction, Murphy 
stressed the fact that another 
im portant requirem ent 
for 
success is active cooperation 
between the community and the 
schools. 
A future article will go into 
this aspect of flexible scheduling 
and describe open space lear­ 
ning centers in greater detail.

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Funds Allocated To Deal 
With Problems In Parks

A Limit O n Subdivisions 


(FR O M T H E R E D D IN G R EC O R D -SEA R C H LIG H T) 
District Attorney Harold A. Berliner of Nevada County is 
urging the state government to establish some guidelines on rural 
— mountain recreational — type subdivisions. They’re being 
overdone, he contends, with the result that in some counties there 
are now more lots for sale than there are likely to be buyers for 
many years. And some of the buyers are likely to be disappointed, 
particularly if they have been counting on making a profit by 
subdividing the lots they buy. 


To a county resident accustomed to the usual price of raw land, 
it is startling to find some of our poorer land, previously suited only 
for grazing, being converted into lots selling in the thousands of 
dollars. 


Frequently the developments are in 40-acre pieces. This 
particular size is the smallest a developer can offer without 
becoming subject to subdivision regulations. He doesn’t have to 
provide improved streets, utilities, etc. City residents, impressed 
with the elbow room and the green natural grass of early spring, 
envision a happy escape from crowds and smog. And they may 
figure on an eventual profit by selling part of their land later. 


But there are problems with country living: drilling a well and 
hoping there’ll be water; putting in a septic tank and hoping it’ll 
work; wondering who’s going to keep the road open; waiting for 
telephone line extensions. Buyers should be sure they know the 
answers to such questions. Other rural-mountain subdivisions are 
much more elaborate, often based on a natural or man-made lake, 
the ocean front or some other scenic attraction. Lots are smaller, 
but their price is based upon the attractions and amenities the 
developers have provided or promise to provide. 


It does appear that there’s a surplus of such subdivisions. 
Berliner raises an interesting question: Can a state or a county 
legally limit the number of subdivisions that can be opened, and if it 
can, should it? In a free enterprise system, a developer is expected 
to judge whether there will be sufficient demand for his offerings. 
He invests his money and takes his chances of making a profit or 
taking a loss. Buyers, too, have to judge the values and take their 
own chances of gain or loss. 


It is, of course, proper for government to insist that customers 
be given full and true information and that developers be required 
to come through with wnatever facilities they have promised.

WASHINGTON — “Our 16 
mounted horsemen and 21 
footmen were routed from the 
meadow and our forces became 
completely disorganized, so that 
just before I arrived, the order 
was given for our rangers to fall 
back and to leave the meadow so 
that we could regroup.” 


Sound like a bit of guerilla 
warfare? Perhaps a pitched 
battle in Vietnam, Korea, the 
Middle East? 


“With this, the group in effect 
took over the entire easterly end 
of the valley because they seized 
one 
of 
the 
m aior 
in­ 
tersections, built a bonfire with 
logs and wood available to them. 
They held this area from ap­ 
proxim ately 7:40 p.m. until 
shortly after midnight.” 


It was guerilla warfare in a 
sense, but the battle was not 
staged on foreign soil. Those are 
the words of Larry Hadley, 
superintendent of Yosemite 
National Park in California, 
describing an incident with a 
bunch of young rowdies that 
took place in the park last July 4. 


HADLEY 
WAS testifying 
before the House Appropriations 
Subcommittee 
on 
Interior, 
asking for a supplemental ap­ 
propriation over and above the 
1971 budget to help the National 
Park Service cope with this 
problem. 
Chairwoman Julia Butler 
Hansen 
of 
Washington 
established through Hadley’s 
and other testimony that the 
root 
of 
the 
problem 
— 
widespread 
in 
numerous 
national parks last summer — 
was narcotics. 
The subcommittee approved 
an additional $660,000 for the 
service, and Mrs. 
Hansen 
personally recommended that 
much of it be used to set up and 
train a cadre of men to deal 
specifically with the narcotics 
problem, common among the 
young people who invaded the 
parks. 
Hadley found his park rangers 
unable to cope with the ap­ 
proximate 700 young people who 
attacked with bottles, sticks, 
clubs and fists. He had to call for 
help from the police depart­ 
ments of Fresno and Merced, 
and the sheriff’s departments of 
Mariposa and Madera counties. 


..SAID HADLEY, “About 107 
officers responded to this call 
for help. It was not until shortly 
after midnight in the early 
morning hours of July 5, arrests 
were effected and order and 
control were restored in the 
easterly end of the valley.” 
Mrs. Hansen wanted to know 
why the dope pushers were not 
sought out and arrested before 
the crowd became “hopped up” 
and disorderly. “Were there not 
pushers selling dope in the 
meadow?” she asked. 
When she was told there were, 
Mrs. Hansen asked, “Why was 
not somebody there to arrest 
them? This is illegal.” Hadley 
answered that she was ab­ 
solutely right. 
“I cannot understand for the 
life of me, if everybody else can 
find a dope pusher, why the law 
enforcement can’t find one,” the 
chairwoman observed. 
THE 
SUPERINTENDENT 
said the pushers could be found, 
by using hippie-type plants. He 
told of how two San Jose State 
College students were recruited 
and helped in several narcotics 
arrests. But he added there were 
no more funds available for this 
type work and that none could be 


obtained from the Bureau of 
Narcotics or the FBI, the two 
agencies charged with dealing 
in narcotics. 
“ The alternative is,” ob­ 
served Mrs. Hansen, “to either 
spend the funds normally used 
for the usual activities of the 
Park Service for law and order 
or to increase the total ap­ 
propriation so that you can 
adequately 
deal with 
this 
problem. Our national 
parks 
cannot be a breeding ground for 
crime and dope pushers.” 
The chairwoman went on to 
recommend that the new money 
be used to train a cadre of 
narcotics violations people, to 
get at the root of the problem, 
and Hadley agreed. He noted a 
growing problem in parks such 
as Point Reyes, Cape Hatteras, 
Cape Cod, Yellowstone, Grand 
Teton, Sequoia, Lake Mead — 
involving young people from 
metropolitan centers. 
Mrs. Hansen observed that if 
the problem was not put down, 
there would be a “hue and cry” 
that young people be denied the 
right to enter the national parks. 
She called on young people 
themselves to help put down 
“this kind of extremism.” 


On The Right 
Finds Impact O f Nixon Administration Cold

Mr. Hugh Sidey of Life 
Magazine 
has 
w ritten 
a 
penetrating article the point of 
which is to remark that whereas 
the principal members of the 
Nixon 
Adm inistration 
are 
courteous and thoughtful men, 
somehow the impact of the 
Administration is cold and 
soulless. He wonders why that is 
so, and tends to reject the notion 
that the coldness issues from on 
high — although, lacking any 
other certifiable explanation for 
it, he leaves that open as a 
possibility. 
I have not often experienced 
the coldness Mr. Sidey speaks 
of, and that is not because I am a 
privileged 
character, 
but 
because I do not spend much of 
my time rubbernecking about in 
the chanceries of power. I did 
brush up against the kind of 
thing Mr. Sidey speaks of the 
other day when as a member of 
a little presidential commission 
of five persons, I accompanied 
my seniors to the White House to 
consummate an appointment 
with a high and engaging of­ 
ficial. We arrived in a piercing 
cold wind at one of those little 
gates in which three or four 
uniformed 
guards 
sit 
surrounded by devices devoted 
to protecting the inmates of the 
White House against unwanted 


visitors. 
The 
chairm an 
of 
our 
delegation is one of the most 
distinguished men in America, 
the president of the Columbia 
Broadcasting 
System, 
Dr. 
Frank Stanton. He announced 
himself in his retiring way, and 
indeed the guard had had notice 
that the commission was to be 
admitted. But that was not 
enough. The official required to 
see a document — any document 
— identifying each member of 
the commission. Dr. Stanton, 
shivering in the cold air, 
dropped into the slot that slides 
into the heated guards’ quarters 
his 
d riv er’s 
license, 
or 
whatever, and what seemed like 
ages later, the document having 
been thoroughly scrutinized it 
was time, for the next com­ 
missioner to identify himself. 


When it came my turn, I 
selected from the archives in my 
wallet a sinister looking yellow 
document which permits me, in 
the City of New York, to carry a 
concealed pistol in my pocket. I 
thought that at least this would 
earn me an Official White House 
Frisk. 
I was greatly disap­ 
pointed. I might as well have 
given them an old draft card. 
On Tuesday, I spoke with Mr. 
Spiro Agnew, recording 
a 
television program. My fuller 


impressions of him are tor 
another day. It suffices for the 
moment that I was pleasantly 
astonished by his extraordinary 
resourcefulness and calm, and 
by the orderly arrangement of 
his thoughts. In years of 
television exchanges, I cannot 
think of a dozen guests who 
handled more competently their 
arguments, and I am reminded 
of the damage that is done by the 
assum ption that everything 
uttered by a public official is the 
product of a ghost-writer. All the 
more reason for Mr. Agnew, and 
for others who are suspected by 
the public of being inventions of 
their public relations experts, to 
expose 
them selves 
more 
frequently 
to 
public 
in­ 
terrogation. 
In which connection, I am 
bound to report that the thesis of 
Mr. Hugh Sidey is exuberantly 
manifest in the movements of 
the 
Vice 
President, 
as 
prescribed by his managers. I 
made it a rule, four years ago 
when the television business 
began for me, not to involve 
myself in any way in 
the 
arrangem ents of my guest- 
adversaries, and was therefore 
spared 
the 
ten 
thousand 
telephone 
calls 
that 
were 
required in order to con­ 
summate an hour’s interview 
with this 
unassum ing, 
in­ 


telligent, and (in my judgment) 
altogether admirable man. As I 
think back on it, I am persuaded 
that 
the 
arrangem ents 
of 
Dionysius of Syracuse might 
have not reduced the problems 
we faced. He insisted, simply, 
that everyone who came into his 
presence should be stripped 
naked, so as to expose any 
hidden weapon. 


I do not envy the respon­ 
sibilities of the Secret Service, 
nor depreciate the trauma they 
live with under the weight of the 
events of the last decade. But I 
simply do not know whether, or 
to what extent, they are aware 
of that other problem. That 
other problem is what Mr. Sidey 
speaks of — the coldness that 
emanates from the primacy of 
such arrangements as these, a 
coldness which the principal can 
thaw in his dealings with such as 
Mr. Sidey or myself, if he is such 
a man as Mr. Agnew, or Mr. 
Nixon. 
But 
a 
coldness 
nonetheless, and one wonders 
whether Nelson Rockefeller 
wasn’t correct when, after the 
assassination of Senator Ken­ 
nedy, he remarked that perhaps 
the age of personal experiences 
in American politics was over; 
that we are all forever vic­ 
timized 
by

assassins’ 
bullets. 


Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Army Manpower Waste

WASHINGTON — President 
Nixon’s budget brigade is 
painstakingly 
paring 
the 
Defense D epartm ent’s fiscal 
proposals to halt the disap­ 
pearance of defense dollars 
down the Pentagon drain. 
Congress will join next year in 
the 
search 
for 
m ilitary 
m isappropriations. 
Amost 
everyone is scrounging for 
wasted dollars. 
But even more appalling, at 
least in human terms, is the 
waste in manpower. The budget 
planners and watchers have 
largely ignored the millions that 
annually filter through the 


m ilitary’s leaky manpower 
programs. 
Almost no one is 
paying attention to the wasted 
manhours. 
Without doubt, the U.S. has 
the most over-manned, over­ 
staffed, over-officered armed 
forces in military history. The 
rule in the services seemingly is 
to use 10 men where one might 
do. It is a common sight on most 
military posts to see able-bodied 
men engaged in the most trivial 
tasks. 
Until recently, many Army 
bases in the U.S. were thronged 
with “short termers” : two-year 
men who had spent five or six 
months in training, then were 


sent to Vietnam for one-year 
tours. 
They returned to the 
states with only a few months of 
obligation left. 
It wasn’t un­ 
common on these bases to see 
hordes of fatigue-clad soldiers 
scouring 
open 
fields 
for 
cigarette butts and bits of trash. 
There was simply nothing better 
for them to do. 
The 
surplus 
manpower 
became so embarassing that in 
August, 1968, the Army quietly 
ruled that returning enlisted 
men, with 150 days or less of 
their enlistm ent rem aining, 
should be discharged early.

have always pampered their 
nobility with servants.

What F-3IO is doing. 


Great strides are being made in the control and 
reduction of automotive pollution by the automo­ 
bile manufacturers and the petroleum industry, 
assisted by Federal, State and local governments. 
For example, while controls on automotive 
emissions began only ten years ago, there is already 
marked progress.

Initial tests were conducted by Scott Research 
Laboratories, an independent testing company, to 
measure the existing exhaust emissions. 
These vehicles were then switched to Chevron 
with F-310 and driven for 2,000 miles. They were 
then tested again by Scott Laboratories for emis­ 
sion levels. 
The results: Unburned hydrocarbon emissions 
were reduced an average of 12.4% and carbon mon­ 
oxide emissions dropped an average of 27.5%.

The new spaper based its 
charge on a column American 
journalist Joseph Alsop wrote 
last week from Tel Aviv.

Research in Omaha base their 
findings on experim ents in 
which they say lung cancer was 
produced in 65 to 90 per cent of

amounts

nitrite — often used as a food 
preservative— and three types 
of secondary amines, which are 
protein bulding blocks and used 
in 
sev eral 
m edicines. 
The 
scientists also say 15 per cent of 
the tumors were malignant. 
The work done by Drs. Melvin 
Greenblatt and Sidney Mirvish 
indicated that nitrite and some 
amines combine in the stomach 
of mice to form a substance 
known 
as 
nitrosamine. 
This 
chemical then enters the blood 
stream and causes the lung 
tumors.
